Forest Lands Study 
Urged by President 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (UP). 
—President Roosevelt, in a special 
message to Congress, today called 
for a comprehensive study of prob- 
lems of preserving and developing 
public and private forest lands in 
the United States. 

Mr. Roosevelt recommended that

A recent shake-up in Hamburg ousted 
Bernstein, a Jew, and the Nazi government directly con- 
trols all affairs of the line, though a great deal of Ameri- 
can capital is involved in the ownership. Bernstein ships 
rarely call at German ports, their regular run being 
from New York to Antwerp. Secret reports are there- 
fore transmitted either through agents in Antwerp, or,
